She Has More Than Four-Million Men. But 
Requires Lota of Artillery and Munitions— 
Opportunity for Decisive Triumph 
That Will End the War 


Despite Russia. the hour has struck 
when the world must rivet ita attention 
on the Italian front In Austria. .Aus¬ 
tria and Germany are doing It, writes 
the special correspondent of The New 
Tork Times with the Italian armies. 
If Italy's allies don't—well. If I may be 
permitted Co cable an inadequate ex¬ 
pression, "it’s a pity." 

Hero we had the longest and beet 
survey of the battlefront that any cor- I 
respond ents had had since the begln- 
ntng of the war. I .have seen the Italian I 
war In Austria from the mountain 1 
peak** to the sea level. 1 have seen | 
things so tremendous and heard things } 
so important yet so baldly simple in 
their truth, that I have had a conver¬ 
sion of mind and soul about this war. 

1 have asked the* quest ion, "Why are 
these Italian armies, their leaders^ and 
their offensive programme in Austria I 
Just being really discovered?" 1 know I 
the answer, but I am unable to print it i 

Here we are in the fourth year of the 
war that threatens to obliterate civil!- I 
nation. Here we nre at the vital mo- | 
meat with only a few ways to win it. 
that is if we intend to. end with victory 
so it need not bo fought all over again 
1 believe we can end this war compara¬ 
tively soon on the Italian frqnt in Aus¬ 
tria Tins Is n large statement—we can 
ci.d this war comparatively soon on the 
Italian front In Austria. 

Walt, now! I have not said that Italy ] 
tan win this war alone. I do not inti¬ 
mate that our last field of glory shall j 
echo to the cry, "Avan 1 1 Favola!" and 
the death wall of Austria. What 1- 
mean la thbt If we—by we 1 mean th'* j 
other allies who count, namely. Rng- I 
lard, France, and America— will agree | 
quickly on the present possibilities of I 
that front we w ill immediately Impose I 
our military conditions upon Germany I 
Instead of continuing to fight a war off 
circumstances with Germany playing 
her own military game. 

A Urea’.. Italian's Questions. 

I talked the other day with a great 
Italian. If 1 might mention -his name, 
Ills Words would have a greater effect, 
but it is not permitted that the public 
shall be told his name. He said: 

"Why don’t your military sharps look 
at a map once in a while—the map of 
Italy?" 

1 did not reply, and then he plumped 
at uie a rather staggering question: 
"What do you really think of Italy in 
the United Htutca? Do you judge us 
entirely hy our people who work your 
wltroads and who live In New York's 
«ast side?" 

Again 1 did not reply. A queer ex¬ 
pression paesfd over his face. He 
ed it me steadily. He was an Im¬ 
pressive figure, even in a drab uni¬ 
form. Hut he could have worn the 
It ga. He could have emblazoned the 
ancient and proud assertion "I am a 
Roman from Rome.” He spoke again. 

“You needn't answer," he said. “I 
know. Rut let's go back to the maps 
I refer you to a Corsican^ whose name 
your countrymen respect and who 
studied maps, especially the map of 
Italy. What he said afterwards is as 
basically true now as then—over a 
hundred years ago. For Napoleon said. 
'Germany cab only be reached through 
Austria from Italy.'" 

And id this. ’Qie fourth year of this 
war. I recalled poignantly that Na¬ 
poleon followed up Ills assertion by the 
deed. For Napoleon went to Laihach. 
When he arrived there the Austrian 
army whs In such full flight that^mly 
Au*ttrliis. remained between Napoleon 
and his dream. To-jfuy from the out¬ 
posts of the Italian lilies In Austria thr 
t< wn of Laibach is only fbrty miles 
i way. If the Italian armies get to Lai- 
tacb It Is a safe prophecy that the war 
is finished. Whyt Because If the 
Italian armies get to Laibach the Aus¬ 
trian armies are beaten. A beaten Aas 
trla is a beaten Germany if the Allies 
will that it shall he so, and a l»eaten 
Germany naturally ends the war. 

It Is in such simple phrases as these 
lhat my Italian friends, have talked. 
An understanding of the country and 
a study of the map w ill. 1 believe, prove 
them true. Military sharps who have 
not studied maps may say first: "But 
. Italy wants Trieste, and If she gets it 
her aim In entering the war Is accom¬ 
plished " Quite true, and Italy will get 
Trieste: but, even so, she understands 
that.at Tru-ata the Austrian armies are 
lief ne c essarily finished. The Inew of 
Trieste would l*» a tremendous blow to 
Austria, but its Italian capture would 
I.,- more n sentimental victory than a 
real one. Austria would‘iuffer chiefly- 
In I ova of morale. 

Laibach must be. nnd Is, the real oh* 


Joetive, eTen though the military sharp 
next says: "Well she cannot get there 
anyway because the going is Impossi¬ 
ble. The mountains are too high." 
Here is the answer: The world at 
large may have a notion that Italy de¬ 
layed entering the war nearly a year 
aftc** the Allies In order to prepare a 
sudden Austrian Invasion. That Is 
partially but not altogether the fact. 

Italy, as a member of the Triple Al- 
■ttarirr.— wfisr-gir ally Of Germany and 
Austria, yet Austria prepared herself 
ngainst Italy. That was proved by 
her fnmtier defences and mobilisation 
barracks along the Italian boundary. 
So even when Italy entered the war 
she was in a worse position to attack 
than Austria. True, her army was 
splendidly equiplped nnd trained. Her 
German alliance uaught her many mil¬ 
itary methods with which she has 
profited. But Austria had the same 
Ijrcwledge, nnd besides a fur greater 
advantage In physical position. 

At the beginning of her advance Into 
Austriu Italy fought in the plain, while 
Austria had the mountains, She was 
exactly iu the position of a person 
standing at the bottom of a ladder 
against a high wall with i>n enemy at 
the top. Slowly, painfully, but surely 
the Italian armies have gttioup the 
rungs of the ladder. They have orer- 
e**m« difficulties that seemed thrive 
harder than the Job before them to¬ 
day. for now her armies hare reached 
the top of the ladder and are on exact¬ 
ly equal ground with the Austrians, 
with .this additional advantage, that 
Austria is. now Invaded all along the, 
line. The damage that ta being done 
Ls happening to Austria. 

Ignorance of Home Americans. 

It is difficult to write about Italy the | 
way I want to write owing to the-l 
deep-seated conviction that my fellow- 
countrymen will be hard to convince. 
Americans realize so little about the I 
wnr m Frnncr that vrrttmr abont~«Jiyi 
place further ofT seems rather hope-1 
Ic«h. They ask such simple questional 
to prove their appalling ignor&iue of 
anything and everything about It. One' 
said to me a few weeks ago in I’aris: 
"This Verdun —Cite pronounced it 
Venloom—Is It now in the hands of the 
FV« nch or Germans?" That seems In¬ 
credible, but It Is only one question of 
ninny. Indeed, the ocean Is too wide 
for a comprehension of this war. Even 
the Channel was l«*> wide for England 
immediately to grasp the fact that she 
war fighting for her life. I hope that 
the proportions of wt «r and under-! 
standing are not carried out so that 
America understands too late. 

If the Italians Get to I.aibnch. 

But to get on to Laibach. Italy 
Is waging a classical war. Her 
opera lions are greater than Napoleonic. 
8he imposes every condition ou the 
en* my. Ami every step that Italy ad¬ 
vances hurts Austria to a point where 
Austria is already beginning to groan. 
The Italian boot is descending uu Aus¬ 
trian ground. If the Italian heel rests 
ou Laibach with the toes pointing to 
Vienna or Budapest conic* naturally 
the question: How will that end the 
wai ? 

The nnsw* r is that If ’Ausirta CSIT 
resist up to tfiut point It is fairly cer¬ 
tain that both her morale wil| be 
shaken—with Trieste lost meantime— 
and her armies will he rather well 
done Then at Laibach the mountains 
end. and the plains, practically unfor¬ 
tified. stretch away across Hungary. 
But more important is the fact that 
the fall of Laibach means the finish 
of Austrian railway communications 
to the Dalmatian coast. Flume and 
Pola will be cut off. Austria's navy 
would soon be out of action and there 
would be an abrupt termination to 
'Submarine Activity In the Adriatic and 
Mediterranean. These Indications may 
show in some degree the plight of Aus¬ 
tria If the Italians get to Luibacli. 
Volin, ns the French say. 

As to Germany. 

What about Germany? Is the next 
question. I have already said that A 
beaten Austria is a beaten Germany 
If the Allies impose their will. Of 
course. If they get sentimental and go 
ami make peace with her, why r then, 
of course, Germany may struggle on. 
But if they get to Laibach they have 
it in their power to 
will mean beating Germany and an end 
of the war. 

But can t the Germans help Austria 
In the meantime? Now we come to a 
l*lt of strategical reasoning. They 
might help Austria. * They would hope

Suppose 
all decide that the Anglo-French front 
without being In the leurt reduced in 
importance shall form only the left 
hook on the Teuton l»ody. while the 
Italian front forms the right pun h on 
the jaw of Austria. Without much tllf- 
flculty the rules of the game arc auto¬ 
matically reversed agairst Germany. 
If that happens seriously Germany will 
have the awkward line of romm-inlca- 
tion—chafing madly around from 
France and Belgium to Austria where 
the roads are almost the worst on 
earth, while the Allies will l»e working 

on the Interior of a carv ed .. fty 

Fran« e tn Italy where the roads are 
the l*est on earth. 

It is hard to realise that French can¬ 
non working on the battlefield of the 
Sonim* ran in four days he blazing 
aw-ay on the Italian Carso. Even that 
tirre can be bettered. It Is forty hours* 
train rale from tl*e • French Grand 
Quart ler General to the Italian Com¬ 
mando 5tuprem«. Germany may feel 
that she can afford sending men t«j 
Austria, hut the beauty of the Idea is 
that Italy Is not , clamoring for men. 

Then the cheerful critic remarks: 
"In that case what is all this fuss 
about? Let Italy go ahead, especially 
if nobody in aide to atop her." 

Italy Needs Guns. Not Men. 

Italy has plenty of men. 8h* has not 
even called all her classes. She has 
an army of four and a half millions In 
the field—which Is something for 
America to reflect upon in her con- 
sklerorlon of Italy. But what she does 
need Is guns. She also needs coal and 
airplanes, but. above all. she needs 
cannon. Italy puts her car*}* upon the 
table and says frankly what she must 
have. She asks her allies to give It to 
her. Cannon, cannon, and more can¬ 
non. and Italy will go to lotiharh. 

Before arriving in Italy I heard of 
English nnd French guns on the Cz’tfl, 
I have seen them nnd counted them 
But Italy needs guns by the thousand. 
What doe* it matter now in this fourth 
yenr of the war where the end comes. 
If It only comes? Who would object if 


Portugal finished the Job if only she 
could go ahead and do It. 

Coupled with the fact that the Ital¬ 
ian front in Austria lias only recently 
been discovered ti • r•• i«* also In Amer¬ 
ica what seems to be a lack of com¬ 
prehension on the subject of Austria. 
Austria has not so good an army as 
Germany, but aha has an army that 
must not be despised. In fact. 1 am ! 
Inclined to believe that a* a purely de¬ 
fensive fighter Austria can carry on 
about as well as Germany. 

The situation in a nutshell is that 
Germany struck France and Invaded 
her. Italy baa tackled Austria and In- , 
vaded her. France at Verdun fought 
the greatest defensive victory the 
world has ever seen. JtAly has now 
attempted the greatest offensive vic¬ 
tory aver attempted on gmy front. The 
Austrians can't hold a candle to the 
French as warriors or men. but they do 
know bowr to fight a dafanaiv« war. 
They don't care how they live. They 
can exist on almost nothing. They arc 
German-controlled by their «fn« er*. 
and are willing to exist In trenches so 
vile that a self-rrspectlng dog would 
evacuate them. Besides, they have 
| some of the best artillery' In the wo*!!. 

! The Germans use it, and they ought to 
know. 

Italy admits the mistake she made 
I in not declaring war on Germany at 
the same time she entered the conflict 
with Austria America faces a similar 
situation. We are at war with Ger¬ 
many, hut not with Austria I learned 
accidentally a few days ago that our 
military attache at Rome was Invited 
by the general stifTT to observe the lie- 
ginning of the present offensive. He 
was unable to do so, l»ecau*e Washing¬ 
ton didn't want him to do anything 
that might look like a violation'of our 
neutral attitude towards Austria The 
question has naturally come up. "What 
sort of business Is this*" t >ur at - 
laches "looked at offensives before wo 
were at war with anyone. Looking at
